VIENNA (via Rome) Sept. I.—“The 
greatest battle in the world’s history,” 
is the Austrian war office’s descrip­ 
tion of the conflict now raging

Germans Warm to Defense

Tile result is that liabilities are swollen both at 
home and abroad usually until adverse foreign bal­ 
ances draw away the gold reserves, force a con­ 
traction of credits, and "bring about a general col­ 
lapse. 
That is the way inflation generally corrects 
itself. 
There could be no more striking Illustration of all 
the principles involved in the use of the discount 
rate than was afforded in this country and in Europe 
during our panic of 1(107. When the American banks 
suspended payments the European banks were put 
under an extraordinary strain. 
Everything in the 
United States that could be sold abroad for cash 
was offered at attractive prices. 
Our agricultural 
products were crowded forward, our standard se­ 
curities were sold at prices which, within a few 
months, yielded the European buyers large profits, 
and our bankers and business men bought gold as 
a manufacturer might buy coal in a fuel famine to 
keep his factory 
running. 
The 
resources of 
the 
United States are so great that when we go out to 
buy gold regardless of price wre are able to get It. 
The stream was started; the next question was 
what would be tine effect upon European reserves? 
About $100,000,000 in gold came to the United States 
in sixty days, and >85,000,000 of it came from Lon­ 
don. 
The Bank of England, wiiich bore the brunt 
of our demand, raised its discount rate three times 
within a week from 4i£ to 7 per cent, not with an 
expectation of checking the outflow to this country, 
hut to set in motion the forces that would replenish 
its stock. 
And so successful was its policy that at 
the close of December, after the flood had passed, 
its percentage of reserve was higher than on Nov. 
I, when the movement began. It was simple enough; 
everybody in the world who owed London and could 
borrow elsewhere did so and paid London. 
The 
Lemon Economist, reviewing Hie experience, said: 
"The crisis showed, much to the relief of exper­ 
ienced bankers, that the raising of the bank rate is 
as effective a device as ever it was in attracting 
gold." 
The Governor of the Bank of England, before the 
United States Monetary Commission later, discuss­ 
ing the effectiveness of the discount rate, declared 
that a IO per cent rate would ‘ draw gold out of 
the ground.” 
'file discount rate is not the only means by which 
a hanking organization may defend its gold reservo.

It Is highly desirable that 
the United States, by its hanking organization and 
its hanking practices, shall enter this international 
community, and by its resources and co-operation 
contribute to universal stability.

It has been said that the new system will release 
nothing in the plan itself that will require this or 
even give it early probability. 
It is true that the 
system can be operated with less gold than is re­ 
quired for our very costly gold certificate currency 
system. 
The truth is that we are approaching ex­ 
travagance, not to say wastefulness, in our gold 
reserves, although up to this time our policy has 
been justified by the large volume of currency that 
is not specifically redeemable in gold. 
But the old 
system lias worked under Axed conditions, without 
direction, or elasticity, or adaptation to. changing 
conditions. 
The new system will make it possible 
to issue additional currency without increasing the 
reserves. 
This provides the elasticity we are want­ 
ing, but if we proceed to either reduce our gold 
holdings or increase our currency issues, permanent­ 
ly. we will simply exhaust the elasticity of the 
system and be no better off than before. 


Before, the Western Economic Society in Chicago 
recently George E. Roberts, director of the United 
States Mint delivered an address in which he gave 
reasons for the flow of gold to and from this coun­ 
try and the methods of controlling it which will be 
adopted by the new Federal Reserve Banks; also 
how the new currency system will fill a long felt 
want. 
Said Mr. Roberts: 
“All experience, even down to the present day, 
shows that while a vast amount of nonsense is cur­ 
rent about the balance of trade, and while in the 
long run the trade relations and payments between 
countries will tend to a natural equilibrate, there 
are great possibilities of mischief in them if left 
wholly without regulation or control. 
All phases of this subject have long been under 
observation abroad, and particularly in London, which 
has been for many years the most important in­ 
ternational money market on the globe. 
The Bank 
of England, as the custodian of the gold reserve of 
that market, has had a much greater experience 
with this problem luau any other institution. 
The first consideration for a note-issuing institu­ 
tion is that its currency shall always be converti­ 
ble into gold on demand. 
This is its first and chief 
responsibility, and all oilier policies are secondary 
to It. 
Every diminution of its gold reserve, every 
sign at home or abroad which betokens demands upon 
that reserve, must he heeded, so that the liabilities 
and resources of the institution may be kept in due 
relations, and that all the agencies at its command 
may be set in motion in time to work out the de­ 
sired results. 
And the chief reliance in this manage­ 
ment of a gold reserve is the discount rate. 
Now, while the discount rate' is used sometimes 
with almost magical effect, particularly in the Lon­ 
don market, there is no magic or mystery about its 
operations. 
An adverse foreign balance, like any 
other debt, may be handled temporarily by means 
of loans, extensions or shifts of one kind or another, 
but the only way to get rid of it finally is to pay it; 
get mad, if you please, but pay it, either with com­ 
modities, securities, or gold. 
It is just the old-fash­ 
ioned remedy of holding your current purchases 
down below your income until the surplus wipes out 
your debt. 
The problem has been how to control 
and direct the private business affairs of all the 
people of the country, their expenditures, their in­ 
vestments and their borrowings, so as to turn an ad­ 
verse foreign balance into a favorable one. 
The discount rate, if it can be made generally 
effective upon credits, will do this. 
A high rate 
exerts a steady pressure for the liquidation of in­ 
debtedness 
It tends to force exportable commodities 
upon 
.ie market at prices that permit, their sale 
abroad, thus settling foreign indebtedness and re­ 
ducing the demands for gold. 
In tile same manner 
it starts a movement of securities to foreign pur­ 
chasers. 
It causes merchants to cancel or withhold 
orders for foreign goods, and manufacturers to hold 
off on the purchase of materials. 
It checks new 
construction, and in every way influences people to 
live more within their own resources and sell off 
what they can spare, with Hie general result that 
they yay their debts both at home and abroad, and 
the balance of payment 
rapidly turns over from 
adverse to favorable. 
Now, of course, this description sounds a little 
harsh and it is not an enjoyable process. Nobody 
has ever yet found ii method of compelling people 
to reduce their indebtedness that was generally pop­ 
ular in operation. 
Aud Ute best tiling to be said of a 
centralized control of the discount rate is not that 
it can Im* used to reduce indebtedness but that it 
can be used to prevent undue expansion and to keep 
indebtedness at home and abroad within legitimate 
bounds. 
The experience of all countries goes to show that 
a period of prosperity will over reach Itself. 
The 
average man, intent upon his ova affairs, familiar 
with local conditions only, misled by fictitious profit si, 
and influenced by surrounding opinion as untrust­ 
worthy as his own, is carried out of sight of ail 
landmarks.

Petroleum Production in United 
States for Years 1912 and 1013 


(From Los Angelos Financial News.) 


Eight days after the close of the year 1913 the United S tates Geological Survey published a very close 
estim ate of the total production of oil in the United States, giving the product of each State. This esti­ 
m ate was prepared from pipeline runs, supplemented by many statem ents from sm aller concerns. 
The 
Survey in June follows this statem ent by giving the results of a complete canvass of the United States, 
including also the shipm ents by tank cars and shipm ents from oil wells direct to refineries without enter­ 
ing any trunk linei. 
This canvass involved a complete system of inquiries directed to'every petroleum 
producer in the U nited States and was entirely independent of the pipe line inquiries. A similar canvass 
Is made each year. The results appear in the table herew ith. 
No effort is made by any statistical agency, 
except the Federal Survey, to publish a statem ent of the total value of the crude petroleum at the 
wells. In 1912 this value amounted to $164,113,247, or an average of 73.7 cents a barrel. The feature of 
param ount interest for 1913 was the enorm ous increase in this value to $237,121,388, or 95.4 cents a bar­ 
rel. 
Thus the gain in barrels was less than 26,000,000 (25,511,186), while the gain in value was alm ost 
$73,000,000 ($72,908,141). H ere are com parative figures of production and valuation for 1912-1913.

This War Crime Against Civilization 


(From Isis Angeles Financial News.) 


•'It is a crime against civilization, that is w-hat this 
war is. 
It is a pity that the rulers and diplomats 
of the countries involved can’t lie put out on the fir­ 
ing line with the soldiers they are so ruthlessly sacri- 
til ing. 
The barbarism of this terrible w ar makes me 
feel that after all our civilization is but a thin veneer 
and at heart we are little removed from the savage.” 
So declares Joseph F. Sartori, p resident of the 
Security T ru st and Savings Bank of Los Angeles 
who with his wife and Miss Juliet Boileau has just 
returned home from an extended tour in F rance and 
Germany. 
They returned on the Olympic which 
sailed on July 29 aud just escaped being marooned 
in Europe. 
In the course of an interview Mr. Sar­ 
tori said: 
“I met people of all classes In France, Italy, Ger­ 
many. Belgium and England, and m any Americans, 
ami not one of them had the slightest inkling that 
w ar was imminent. 
Nowhere was th e re knowledge 
of mobilization of troops, of w arlike preparations, 
of anything th at pointed to danger. 
It cam e like a 
thunderbolt, and when any man of the m asses suys 
he siiw it coming he Is talking nonsense. 
“America cannot rail to make trem endous strides 
in m aterial advancem ent In consequence of the war. 
It seems a bit sham eful to talk of the benefits we 
w ill reap through the woe of Europe, but we are not 
responsible In any degree for that woe, and we can 
serve the world best and lessen the w a r’s misery 
most by growing and m anufacturing everything that 
we can and scattering our products in every accessi­ 
ble land where they are needed.

This War Crime Against Civilization 


(From Ixia Angeles Financial News.) 


“ It is a crime against civilization, that is w hat this 
war is. 
It is a pity th at the rulers and diplom ats 
of the countries involved c an ’t 1>e put out on the fir­ 
ing line with the soldiers they are so ruthlessly sacri­ 
ficing. 
The barbarism of this terrible war m akes me 
feel that after all our civilization is but a thin veneer 
and at heart we are little removed from the savage.’’ 
So declares Joseph F. Sartor!, president of the 
Security T rust and Savings Bank of Los Angeles 
who with his wife and Miss Juliet Bolleau has just 
returned home from an extended tour in F ran ce and 
Germany. 
They returned on the Olympic which 
suiled oil July 29 and ju st escaped being m arooned 
In Europe, 
'n the course of an interview Mr. S ar­ 
tor! said: 
“I met people of all classes In France, Italy, Ger­ 
many, Belgium and England, and many Americans, 
and not one of them had the slightest, inkling th at 
war was imminent 
Now here was there knowledge 
of mobilization of troops, of warlike preparations, 
of anything that pointed to danger. 
It cam e like a 
thunderbolt, and when uny man of the m asses says 
he saw It coming he is talking nonsense. 
“ America cannot fall to make trem endous strides 
in material advancem ent iii consequence of the war. 
It seems a bit sham eful to talk of the benefits we 
will reap through the woe of Europe, but we are not 
responsible in any degree for that woe. and we can 
serve the world hest und lessen the w ar’s misery 
most by growing and m anufacturing everything that 
we can und scattering our products la every accessi­ 
ble land where they are needed. 


“German m anufactured products, of course, will 
largely be cut off from the world’s m arkets. 
All tho 
greatest m anufacturing countries are tak in g most of 
their young men from the factories for the armies. 
and production will fall away to a negligible quan­ 
tity as long as the war continues. 
“America Is the one country in a position to Btep 
into the breach. 
W e will profit in four directions: 
Our foodstuffs will bring a higher price; our securi­ 
ties held abroad representing our debts will be sent 
over and sold here at a discount, aud th a t m eans 
profit to us; we will m anufacture for m ark e ts for­ 
merly supplied by European factories, and we will 
enter into the carrying trade and probably establish a 
perm anent m erch an t marine. 
"T em porary hardships cannot be avoided. 
P rices 
have gone up for people who will not feel any share 
iii the factors I have named for some time, but grad­ 
ually there will be distribution of the benefits. Of 
course the world as a whole will suffer from the war, 
from its destruction of life and of wealth ami of 
civilization influences. 
Our peculiar position will 
give us com pensations that will more th an overcome 
our portion of m aterial loss. 
“I expect to see Los Angeles share well in the 
new m anufacturing and trade prosperity. 
F inancial­ 
ly the city seem s to be in excellent condition. New 
York hunkers told me there had been no demand 
upon them from Los Angeles for currency, though 
nearly all other cities had been compelled to call 
upon them in tile em ergency of the war shock. 
“The reserve bank system will be in operation 
within a couple of months, and the re-arrangem ent of 
reserves will release credit that will then be free to 
meet the requirem ents of m anufacturers who need 
to expand their operations.'’ 


The mem bers of the com m ittee hold 
office for two years. While the Jaw 
sets the date for the county

hour of tile day. 
Tile m em bers of the com m ittees 
were elected a t the prim ary election 
in the same m anner as candidates for

County com m ittees are no longer 
expected to draft platform s as no pro 
vision is laude for the drafting of 
platforms iii the prim ary law. 
In Orange1 county, the acting com­ 
m ittees for the R epublicans and Dem 
o m its put up candidates for the conn
